Trustees of the 
Placentia Unified 
School District took a 
look last week at a 
balanced budget of 
$34,463,028. Bu the 
budget is far from 
firm. In fact, trustees 
will not have solid 
figures to work with on 
June 8 when the budget 
is formally presented 
to the board. 

Uncertainty over the 
amount of federal and 
state funding available 
for special education 
has left director of 
business services, 
Pam Lopez guessing.

This letter is to urge 
you to change your 
previous stance and 
support the rein¬ 
statement of Casa 
Placentia as a com¬ 
munity service agency 
dealing with youth 
problems in Placentia. 
I suggest that you 
consider at least these 
three items before 
casting your votes: 

(1) Casa Placetia’s 
past record is good. It 
is much better than 
one would infer from a 
glance at statistics. 
Casa Placentia started 
programs of legal 
services, civil rights 
advocacy, assistance 
for income tax 
preparation, voter 
registration, and many 
others before they 
were available from 
other sources. When 


other agencies began 
to meet the needs, 
Casa Placentia turned 
its efforts elsewhere. 
For example, one of 
Casa’s goals last year 
was to get its clients in 
need of social services 
to use those recently 
made available by the 
City of Placentia so 
that Casa Placentia 
could change its 
program to meet needs 
not met elsewhere. 
This doesn’t look good 
when it is time to 
compile statistics, but 
it does a lot more good 
for the community. 
The respectably high 
(27,000 service units) 
level of service on the 
record books could 
have been much higher 
if Casa Placentia did 
not consider it im¬ 
portant to withdraw 
from areas where 
other agencies began 
to meet the needs. 

(2) The effort to 
meet needs being 


ignored elsewhere has 
itself led to a portion of 
Casa Placentia’s 
problems. In par¬ 
ticular, a decision was 
made last year to 
develop a youth 
program that does not 
exclude the type of 
troubled youth for 
whom the program 
could make the biggest 
difference. This sounds 
good, but it has turned 
out to be much harder 
to get started than was 
originally thought. 
Part of the reason that 
Casa Placentia has 
been very slow in 
implementing a 
program is that Casa 
has refused to set one 
up that duplicates 
other programs 
currently available in 
Placentia or fails to 
address what we 
perceive to be the real 
needs. 

This isn’t to say that 
Casa Placentia hasn’t 
made some mistakes. 


We have. Mistakes 
come from trying to.do 
something new. I am 
employed doing 
research for a major 
oil company. If every 
new research idea 
were dropped as soon 
as mistakes were 
maae, very few new 
ideas would ever 
survive. I think 
Placentia needs to 
show the same 
determiantion toward 
solving human 
problems. 

(3) Part of Casa 
Placentia’s current 
lack of acceptance 
results from a 
polarization of the 
South Placentia 
community. Your 
actions as members of 
the City Council are 
partly responsible for 
that polarization. You 
have effectively 
represented the total 
City, including the 
South Placentia

me a life,” he con¬ 
tinued. “My birth 
mother wasn’t there 
when I fell and cried, 
you were!” 

Tony looked up 
adoption in the phone 
book and found 
A.L.M.A. He dialed the 
number and the search 
was on.

He 
wasn’t prepared for 
the answer. “I am not 
you mother — you are 
confused — perhaps 
you have the wrong 
family,” she said. 
Tony was positive he 
had the right lady. 
“Does you husband 
know about me?” he 
asked. “No,” she 
answered in her 
French accent. He 
knew then she had 
admitted it. 

Tony told her of the 
desire he had to talk to 
her, but wouldn’t want 
to cause any problem. 


He left his phone 
number just in case 
she might change her 
mind. 

The next day she 
called Tony and had a 
heart to heart talk with 
him. She mentioned 
how shocked and 
overjoyed she was to 
hear from him. “All 
these years I wanted 
you so badly — I knew 
somewhere, somehow 
it would come about. ’ ’ 

Tony was headed for 
Florida a few weeks 
later for an emotional 
reunion with his 
mother. When they 
met they stared at 
each other for 30 
seconds, then hugged 
and cried.

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Child molestation 

The crime; the horror 


Child molestation is 
one of the most 
devasting and 
irrevocable violations 
committed against 
children. Some 
children are murdered 
by molesters. But for 
those who are not, 
physical injury 
resulting from the 
crime is usually 
followed by serious, 
life-long emotional 
trauma. According to 
government reports, 
molestation victims 
are “psychological 


time bombs,” liable to 
go off at any point in 
their lives. 

This is not just 
something that hap¬ 
pens to someone else’s 
kids. In 1978, 
Congressional hearin¬ 
gs on the subject 
revealed that between 
one-fourth and one- 
third of our entire 
population - both boys 
and girls - have been 
sexually exploited in 
some way while 
growing up. 

In 8 percent of the 


cases, the molester is 
someone known to the 
child; someone the 
child probably trusts. 
As a result, only 6 
percent of all child 
molesttions are ever 
reported to authorities. 

Of those cases 
reported, even fewer 
actuallyg go to trial 
due to the trauma of 
the trial itself. 
Molestation victims 
often become victims 
of the judicial system 
as well. 

For example, March 


11 of this year, a felony 
child molesting charge 
was dropped because 
the 11-year-old victim 
refused to testify. She 
was frightened out of 
testifying because she 
was facing the suspect, 
her father, in court. 

Another child, a 10- 
year-old, was forced to 
endure more than 
eight months of court 
proceedings due to 
repeated requests for 
continuances by the 
defendant. It was the 
hope of the defense 


attorney that in having 
the child repeat her 
testimony over and 
over she might forget 
pertinent details. 

In those cases where 
a guilty verdict is 
reached, sentencing is 
erratic at best, 
because of subtle 
differnces in the law. 
For example, a person 
guilty of molesting a 
child without in¬ 
tercourse can serve a 
three, five or seven 
year term. If, 
however, intercourse 


is involved, and the 
suspect happens to be 
a parent (making the 
parent guilty of in¬ 
cest), the punishment 
is only 16 months, two 
or three years in 
prison. 

Then we consider the 
mentally disordered 
sex ofender (MDSO) 
programs. Our courts 
routinely defer to 
mental health 
professionals though 
there is evidence that 
child molestation is not

It has become 
frighteningly clear 
that something must 
be done. As concerned 
citizens we must work 
to protect our children 
from the vilest of in¬ 
justices, child 
molestation. We must 
begin by bringing the 
issue to light in hopes 
that the bettter in¬ 


formed we are, the 
better we will be able 
to safeguard against 
the criminal. We can 
bring sentencing laws 
into line with the 
crimes committed. 
And we can insist that 
criminal cases brought 
before the courts 
protect the victims - 
our children - in every 
possible way. 

Several Republican 
Assembly members 
have introduced 
legislation this year to 
help accomplish this. 
Assemblyman Charles 
Imbrecht is seeking to 
eliminate MDSO 
programs and 
significantly raise 
sentences for con¬ 
victed molesters and 
repeat offenders. 
Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy has in¬ 


troduced a bill 
allowing victims 15 
years and younger to 
video-tape testimony 
at the prelimianry 
hearing, thus avoiding 
the long wait for a trial 
-confrontation and 
repeated testimony. 

Assemblywoman B- 
ergeson has also in¬ 
troduced a bill dealing 
with court proceedings 
for mentally disor¬ 
dered sex offenders. 

We must make it 
clear that Californians 
will no longer tolerate 
this evil. Once we set 
stringent standards 
and harshly punish 
those who refuse to 
meet them, we will 
have taken a large step 
towards protecting the 
lives of those for whom 
we are most respon¬ 
sible, our children.
